W a s h in g t o n , A pril 24th.—There was an 
unusually full attendance of members of the 
Committee on Foreign Affair», newspaper 
correspondents aud spectators this morning, 
caused by the fact th at ex-Secretary Blaine 
was to have an opportunity to testify regard­ 
ing the rem arkable statem ents of Jacob K. 
Shipherd, in ro far, a t least, as related to 
interviews wirii the Secretary of State. 
Blaine came into the committee-rcom at 
half-past 10, accompanied by one of Lis 
young eons, who stood behind ids father's 
chair throughout the session, and having in 
his hand four enormous-sized envelopes aad a 
volume published by the State D epartm ent 
in red binding entitled “ W ar in South 
America and 
A ttem pts to Bring 
About 
Peace.” 
M r. Blaine, after 
being 
sworn, said : 
“ W hile of course I desire to su b m it myself 


to such d ictation as the committee may indi­ 
cate, still it w ould probably be the moBt sim­ 
ple m ode of proceeding for me to make a 
general statem ent, and then su b m it myself to 
any qu estion s which the committee may pro­ 
pose to put to me afterward?.” 


PRELIMINARY QUESTIONS. 
The Chairm an—I was going to lead to th at 
w ith a few preliminary questions. 
You were 
Secretary of State under President Garfield’s 
administration, end for a time under the 
administration of President A rthur. 
Do you 
kuow Jacob It. Shipherd, who has testified 
in this investigation ? 
Blaine—I do. 
C hairm an—Have you read tho testimony 
purporting to hava been givcu by him before 
this committee ? 
Blaine—Yen. sir; and I have tried to un­ 
derstand it. 
[Laughter.] 
Chairm an—The committee may desire to 
interrogate you in reference to the corre­ 
spondence of Shipherd and to the various 
alleged interviews which he claims to have 
had with you ; bu t the committee prefers that 
you should go on, as you have yourself sug­ 
gested, aud make your own statem ent in such 
way as you please, taking it up in such order 
as you desire. 
Blaine asked for the reading of the resolu­ 
tions under which the committee was acting, 
and they were read by the clerk. 
Karson—If it be agreeable to Rtaino, I 
should ask him at first to dispose of his knowl­ 
edge touching the missing papers, 


, 
THE MISSING PAPERS. 
Blaine—I was going to take it up in that 
order. To begin with, Mr. Chairman, I never 
saw the alleged papers of M r. Shipherd in the 
State D epartm ent in my life ; neither before 
this icquiry was started nor since. They were 
papers of 
a character which would not 
naturally be brought to the attention of the 
Secretary of State. 
I never knew there were 
any such papsrs in the D epartm ent, nor ad­ 
dressed to it, until after Shipherd was intro­ 
duced to me by Senator Blair in tho latter 
part of July. 
He then referred to the fact 
th at he had addressed some papers to the 
President, which had probably been referred 
to the State Departm ent. 
I never inquired 
about them —(I sbali speak about th at more 
directly afterward)—and I never saw them. 
I knew nothing up to th at time of their being 
there, aud prior to the introduction by Sena­ 
tor Blair of Shipherd to me 


I HAD NEVER HEARD THE MAN’S NAME. 
W hen 
Senator 
Biair 
came to 
me 
on 
Monday, Ju ly 25th, and said ha desired 
an 
interviow 
for 
a 
gentleman 
named 
Shipherd, I rover bad heard of the name, and 
I eaid to him, “ You must mean Shepherd, 
for I never heard of the cam e Shipherd.” 
“ N o,” he raid, “ I meau Shipherd.” 
I re- 
col'eet th at incident as fixing the fact iu mv 
Diind th at I never had even ro much as heard 
of the man before the 25th of Ju ly . 
In fur­ 
ther explanation, I will state th at corre­ 
spondence which comes to the State D epart­ 
ment is first sent to the office of the Chief 
Clerk, who 
assorts it. 
Consular corre­ 
spondence goes to the offio-e of the Third 
Assistant Secretary. 
Diplomatic correspond­ 
ence goes to the office of the Second A ssi.tant 
Secretary, or of the F irst Aasistant Secretary, 
or to the Diplomatic Bureau directly. 
The 
Secretary of State would only have his atten­ 
tion called to im p-riant dispatches—to dis­ 
patches relating to questions of policy, not to 
m atters iu detail. 
I t would be utterly im­ 
possible, and gentlemen of intelligence will 
see how absurd it would Jbe, to suppose th at 
the head of any of the great departm ents of 
the Government should have personal cogni­ 
zance or oversight of every individual paper 
th at comes into the 
Departm ent, much 
lees m atter of such entire trashinesi sb th at 
sent by Shipherd ; aud so far as the investi­ 
gation (I say it without any disrespect to the 
committee) into what became of this m atter 
is concerned, it was

The _ Chief Clerk 
would have been act­ 
ing iu etrange contrast to his ordinary 
prudence had he attem pted to icterrupt the 
attention of the S;cretary by laying such m at­ 
ter on hi» table. ^ I did not know Shipherd’* 
handwriting until in autum n, when H urlbut 
turned over his correspondence, and Assist­ 
ant Secretary H itt brought it to my houce 
one mnrr.iug, and said, “ I I "re is a pretty 
me-3 cf stuff from South Am erica,” and ex- 
hibiied_ these letters.

A s to Ship- 
herd’s very frequent interviews with mo, one 
w uld suppose from certain representations 
which appear to have been made to Ihe com­ 
mittee, aud especially from the statem ents in 
the pr63p, that wo iiad spent tho whole sum­ 
mer t gather. 
K a-son—W ill yen fimply state now whether 
you know how the papers came to bo missing 
from the fil«s ot the State D epartm ent < 
^ Blame—I never heard !» word of their be­ 
ing missing at all. 
I do not know a word 
about it. 
I have as little knowledge of it us 
an unborn child. 
They had never been ad­ 
dressed to me a t all. 
Thoy were m atters 
which iu the course of routine were referred 
every day from the W hite House to the dif­ 
ferent Departments. 
Kasson—And of course 
ycu 
have no 
knowledge where they aro to be found ? 
Blaine—N ot the least ia tho world. There 
was an impression th at they might possibly 
be among the various documents, as such 
were necessarily brought to my house, hut I 
have had every niche and corner searched by 
m y private secretary without effect, and he 
himself, who isa very careful, close, attentive 
business man, ntver heard of these papers. 
THOSE INTERVIEWS. 
Now in regard to my frequent interviews wit h 
Shipherd. 
He was introduced to me Ju ly 
25th by Blair, in tho evening, when I had a 
very brief interview with him. 
Instead 
of its extending up 
to 
11 
o’clock in 
the 
evening, 
as 
he 
rtated, 
I 
should 
say the whole interview was not longer than 
ten or fifteen minutes. 
I excused myself on 
account of having very im portant engage­ 
ments, and postponed the interview until the 
next morning. From then until the middle of 
October I never saw Shipherd, and never 
heard of him. 
I never was one moment with 
him at any time th at Blair was not present, 
except for a single moment, which I will 
afterwards explain. 
B ut from Ju ly 25th to 
the 13th of October I never heard of Ship- 
perd, or saw him. 
Then I saw him a brief 
time on November 3d. 
I thick he has given 
the dates correctly in hisstatem enls, so far as 
I have observed; but he has erred a great 
deal as to the length of tha interviews. 
As 
to what was said by Shipherd of my course 
as fixing the policy of the Government, the 
committee will pirdon me for saying th at that 
never appeared to me to he extraordinarily 
pertinent testimony, and after M r. Shipherd 
slated his views as to w hat the policy of tho 
Government should be touching Pern, it oc­ 
curred to me th at it m ight be refreshing to 
the committee^ to turn to the State D epart­ 
m ent and M inister of Peru. 


A DIO AT THE COMMITTEE. 
If the committee desired 
to fix 
the 
policy 
which 
the 
State 
Department 
adopted 
in 
reference 
to 
certain 
qnes 
tions, it appears to 
me its first effort 
should be to ascertain what was written by 
the Department to the Minister, and what 
was written by the Minister to the Depart­ 
ment. 
What Shipberd’s opinion was of what 
I onght to have written, or as to what it 
would be wise to have written, or as to 


wh.it it would bava been bis interest to 
have me write, it does not saem to me a 
m atter of great importance. 
W hat actu­ 
ally was writteu, I have the pleasure of 
presenting 
the 
committee 
in 
the 
Peruvian and Chilean papers th at were sent 
to Congress. 
Only these pipers were sent 
u hicb seemed p.’rtinent to the icquiry, r.ud 
they have b¿sn already published ; but these 
two euvelopc-s [laying down two large official 
cuve!op:s on too table] contain everything 
that pisrsu between liu rlb u t and myself. 
My own t'.Bpatches, of which I have twenty- 
six or twerty-Beven in numb»r, are given in 
full; but there are a few of H urlbut’s which 
are given by very full syllabus, so th at the 
entiro correspondence is here, and I desire to 
leave it witu the committee. 
Everything 
that ever passed between H urlbut and myself 
curing l.is mission at Lim a is included iu 
these two envelopes. 
I wrote a note to the 
State Departm ent, and got these papers ia 
rep’y. 
They are merely as to such trifling 
m atters as letting H urlbut know that he may 
have his stationery in 
certain way, or that 
he may go on the Alaska from Panama. 


í'iBST KSOWLBBGEOF THU C3CHET CLAIM. 
Shipherd came a :d stated to me th at he was 
the representative of a very im portant cl rim 
against Peru, k lown as the Coche1, claim (of 
weich at th at time 1 never had heard). 
I 
did not know its name, and I asked him how 
Co:het w .a spel ed. 
I had never heard the 
word bafore in my life. 
lie weut on to st ite 
th a titw is a very im portant m atter. 
H e did 
not state it a3 belonging to the Peruvian 
Company. 
H e said he was its chief ag en t; 
th at Senator Blair was one of his active coun­ 
Sel; th at Senator Boutwell, whose opinion be 
had in his pocket, and whieh he offered to 
show me, was one of his active counsel; th at 
cx-Senator Eaton, of Connecticut, and ex- 
Seaator Conkiiog, of New York, were of his 
counsel ; th at Scott Lord was one of his 
counsel; and I also think he mentioned tbe 
name of Mr. Robertson as one of his counsel. 
He certainly did mention the name of ex- 
Ssnator Cragin of New Hampshire. 
M r. Kasson—W as th at at tho first inter­ 
view? 
s h ip h e b d 's ba c k in g. 
Blaine—The first. 
I thought it was a very 
formidable array of coun el. 
He stated that 
the men who stood beh’nd tho claim as the 
owners were the strongest financial men in 
New York, and he specified several of them 
by name. 
He specified E. 1). Morgan, Selig- 
n,an & Co., and, I think, A ugust Belmont. 
He mentioned a dozen uair.es, and made a 
great display of strength, both as to counsel 
for the claim and as to the ownership of it. 
I mention this cn passant. 
I have been 
somewhat criticised for not sending Shipherd 
out of my house cn the first occasion lie came 
there, but I v. ill say to the committee that a 
gentleman who comes to me introducid by a 
United States Senator, having thr;o U nited 
States 
ex Senators 
for 
counsel, 
an 
ex- 
Seeretary of the Treasury 
for counsel, 
arid August Belmont, E. D. Morgan and 
Seligman for copartners, is not a man whom 
you would generally kick out of your house 
at the very first sight of him. 
[Laughter.] 
And so I bsg to be excused for not perform­ 
ing a du y whieh, three or four months after­ 
wards, I practically did on further informa 
tion. 
H e went on e.nd told me of this claim. 
He spi ke of its vastuses, its value, its strength 
and its integrity. 
I said to him, “ M r. Ship­ 
herd, in all your disclose of the claim, ot 
which I know nothing, you make out no case 
for the interveution of this Governm ent.” 
W e argued on this point for some time.

PROPERTY OR A CLAIM. 
I told him I did not. 
H e sail, “ The case 
hero is not a claim at all. 
I t is property. 
W hat would you say if an American citizen 
owned a block of stores in Lima, or a great 
plantation or haoirr-ila that he had been cult­ 
ivating—owned it in fee—and th at sq attem pt 
were made to diapo-sess him of it? W ould 
not th at make a c:se for intervention ?” 
I 
said, " T h a t would alter the case." 
If I 
recollect 
his 
testimony, 
lie 
broached a 
little 
on 
thia 
very 
id?a; 
hut 
he 
does 
not 
give 
it 
in 
full. 
H e 
said 
th at ia the case whieh I present vou, and he 
read to me opinions «f Evarts. 
One of them 
ho read and one of them he quoted. 
E v art’s 
opinion beÍDg as follows : " If Oocbet was 
the discoverer of guaun, his disc -very rested 
in him a title to cne-third of all the guano in 
Pern, and he may at hie option claim one 
third cf each heap, or any other equitable 
one-third 
of 
the 
total. 
If 
Chile at­ 
tem pts to resist 
C'uchet’d 
demand 
for 
his own, 
she 
does 
but 
make horeelf 
imn • liately an 1 
directly liable for tbn 
whole debt as for tortuous 
detention.” 
He qnoted still inoro strongly an opinion 
which he afterwards brought to light in a 
letter from Camincho to Arigola, but instead 
of th at letter being translated from Spanish 
into English, I venture to make an assertion 
th at it was Shipherd’s original composition, 
aad th at it was translated into Spanish by 
Camancho. 
I said, " I f this be your case, 
th at you have actuol ownership of property 
in Peru, of course that wou’d present a dif­ 
ferent case ; hut I do not credit it. This seems 
to me to be a claim.” 
He said, “ Ask for 
a report 
upon 
it. 
Do 
th at for m e.” 
I said, “ A claim th at has such respectable 
counsel as yon have, and so strong an array 
of ownership as you have, I certainly will 
inquire into. 
I have no obj mtion to do that. 
T hat involves nothing, and commits the 
Government to nothing.” T hat was on the 
2t)‘.h of July. 
A day or two afterward I 
called tha attention of Trcscott (who ira» 
then aisi-ting in soma m atters of tho Depart- 
m nt, especially a; to South America) to it. 
W e lip.d been before th»t talking about the 
L indreau claim, with which I had becu 
fam iliar 
from 
its 
having 
been 
before 
Congress, acd I requested Trescott to prepara 
a dispatch to H urlbut, and to include in the 
inquiry to him for a rcpoit on the status of 
the claim called the Cochet claim. 


DIPLOMATIC DISPATCHES. 
"H u rlb u t,” I said, “ who know3 every­ 
thing in diplomacy in connection with the3s 
South American countries will know about 
Ihe Cochet claim ,” and Trescott, under my 
('irection, wrote a diapatcb, and I have ou 
this sheet (a paper with printed extracts 
parted on it) every word th at ever passed be­ 
tween ti e State D epartm ent and H urlbut 
about the Cochet claim. 
A fter tho introduc­ 
tion, saying the m atter had been submitted 
to the D epartm ent here, I say in this dispatch 
cf the 4th of Augu?t to H u rlb u t: 
In rtference to the C -clict claim, there lias been 
no_ informal ion laid before the Department of suf­ 
ficiently definite character to warrant specific in­ 
struction, and iu the absence of requisite da*a here 
you W'i’l be left Pi take such steps as may seem ex­ 
pedient iu investigating the origin and character of 
the claim. 
The primal point at issue is whether anv 
American citizen, or association of citizens, has ac­ 
quired interest in tho claim in a manner entitling 
him or them to the g-wxl offices of this Govern­ 
ment in making any representation to Peru, as the 
American holders of tho claim, or their attorneys, 
will be on the ground 
[Shipherd had said th at a t'e is t two of his 
counsel would immediately proceed to Peru.] 
A ou will no doubt be placed in possession of all 
the facts, but you will take no steps committing 
your Government to use its good offices without first 
reporting in fuil to the Department for well con­ 
sidered and definite instruction. 
Oa the 14th of September Hurlbut re­ 
plied : 
Sir : I acknowledge the receipt of your dispatch, 
No. 7, d-tted August 4, 1881. in relation to certain 
nlleged claims upon the Governmeut of Peru. 
As 
to the Cochet claim, the Legation has nothing but 
vague and sweeping statements, better adapted to 
creating a commercial enterprise than to any judicial 
or quasi action. 
I have been favored with two very 
extraordinary letters, aud some printed mat'cr. 
emanating from J. R. Shipherd, to which I reply by 
this mail, asking specific statements as to the origi 
nal character and extent of the claim, and proofs in 
support of it. 
T hat was every word H nrlbut said in re­ 
sponse to this letter, which was received at 
tha D epartm ent somewhere about the 17th or 
18sh of October. 
I said in my dispatch of 
the 18".h of November : 
S ir : Your dispatch, No. 12, in reference to the 
Cocbet and Landrean claims, evinces a prudent and 
discreet^course on your part. 
After the instruction 
in mv No 7 dispatch in regard to this subject had 
been miiied, I became convinced that there was no 
need of even the preliminary inquiry which f 
suggested in regard to the Cochet claim. There 
is no just 
ground 
whatever 
cn 
which 
this 
Government could interfere in behalf of it. 
In 
so far as there may be any 
basis for the 
claim at all, it originates in the demand of a native 
Peruvian against his Government. 
If American 
citizens purchased an interest in such claim, they 
purchased nothing more than the original claimant 
possessed, and did not and could not purchase the 
good offices of the Government, and you are in­ 
structed not to extend them in the ‘case of the 
Cochet claim. 
Ia explanation of that I will say this: 
After the original instructions had b;en sent 
to Hnrlbnt, Trescott looked over Bome French 
documents 
to 
see 
whether 
there 
was tbe ilighest ground for considering the 


Cochet claim to be for actual property taken 
by 1’eru, instead of offering a mere claim, 
ami he found ih tre war no_ ground for the 
allegation of Shipherd about its being prop­ 
erty in p-sscssion, on which the alleged 
opinion of Evarts was ba?e.i. 
I had a con­ 
versation in reference to it with Elmore, t!v 
Peruvian Minis ter, which entirely satisfied 
me, and therefore I wrote this letter. 
Afier 
th at I received from H urlbut a further dis­ 
patch, dated the 21 cf November, which 
crossed this dispatch of mine—they were ou 
route at the same tim e—in which he tays : 
I wrote the Department iu my No. 12 my opinions 
upon tiie Cuchet claim, up. n v-hich tihipberd and 
his associates rely. 
I have also written in reply to 
Shipherd’:» tetters, giving him my views of his case 
so far ss I knew it9 merits. 
I have painted out t . 
hint the utter defect of proof as to three positions, 
each vital. 
The whole colossal speculation rests 
upon assumptions, not evidence. 
Thus, first, it 
is not true 
in fact 
that 
Cochet 
discovered 
either guano or its uses as a fertilizer. 
As such it 
lias been kr.own and used for huuurcds of years, far 
back into time. 
In case second, it ia not true that 
l’eru ever rcc->;.dzed him in any such c-.pacity 
Third, it is n.-t true in fact that his rights, whatever 
they were, descended to his ¡Legitimate sou, under 
whom th. se parties claim, < r in any event that any 
record of legitimization has thus far been produced. 
I presented these defects to Shipherd,.who does not 
liko my criticism, and writes to M r. 
that t.e 
gets on quite well without me, as he has the whole 
Government and all th .ir friends on his side, and 
pledged to his scheme. 
I am, verv respectfully,

SHIPHERD A3 A LIAR. 
This ui.ua Shipherd comes before tho com­ 
mittee and swears (I think iu several place.) 
th at he toid me at the very first interview 
th at he hud w ritten his bribery letter to 
H urlbut, nnd th at I was aware of tha feet 
from the first. 
Now, M r. Chairman, if there 
were not any evidence on the suhject, it 
would ba a very remarkable statem ent th at a 
man 
should 
come 
to 
the 
American 
Secretary of State, introducid by a Sena­ 
tor of the 
U iile d 
States, and 
should 
deliberately tell him that he had offered a 
bribe cf 8250.000 of stock to a M inister Pleni­ 
potentiary in a foreign c tm try. T hat ought 
cot to require a great deal cf evidence in 
reb u ttal; but he goes further than that. 
Ho 
says he told all his c uasel tho samo thicg. 
Ou reading th at testimony, I wrote to S4c .- 
tor Blair. 
H e replied, “ I never heard tf 
that offer being made uutil about the 4.h or 
5th of December last, when you showed me 
th ; letter of Shipherd of Juno 21, returned 
to t he D epartm ent by Genera! H urlbut.” 
Blaine continued: There is a very large 1 o 
out there somewhere, and I don’t think it 
will take a areat deal of investigation to lo­ 
cate it. 
I then wrote to several of tho coun­ 
sel. 
Ths answers contained tip se words : 
From ex-Sec-etary B outw ell: “ I had no 
knowledge of the proposition from Shipherd 
to H urlbut. referred to by yon, prior to the 
receipt of Shipherd’s letter to n.c, dated De­ 
cember 8, 1881.” 
Blaine—There is another case of perjury by 
somebody. 
From Collector Robertjou, of New Y ork : 
“ Shipherd rever told me ho had w ritten a 
latter to Stephen A. H uilbut, after he was 
appointed M inister to Peru, offering him 
8250,000 of stock of the Peruvi in Company.” 
Fromex-Sev.ator Cragin : “ Shipherdnever 
told me hs offered General H urlbut 8250,000 
or any other am ount of stock of the Peruvian 
Company, either after or before he was ap­ 
pointed M inister to Petu, and I never had 
an intim ation of any kind till Shipherd’s 
letter appeared in print.” 


THE LANDBEAC CLAIM. 
There was one other subject upon which I 
had a conversation with the President, 3nd 
with which the President was familiar from 
his service iu the House as I was familiar with 
it from my service in the Senate. T hat brings 
me to the Landrean claim, with which Stiip- 
herd has nothing whatever to do. 
H e had no 
more right to speak for Landreau than be 
bad for the house of A ngurt Belmont & Co. 
His afsumptiou was no greater in one case 
than in the other. 
Blaine here read anote from R ib t. Christy, 
an attorney rf W ashington city, and attornty 
for the Landreau claim, who 
said that 
neither Jacob R. Shipherd, nor any other 
officer of the Baid Peruvian Company had 
any right whatever to represent this claim 
before the Government of the United State's, 
nor before any officer or departm ent thereof. 
Blaine continued : W hen I told Shipherd 
th at John C. Landruau was U nited States 
Consul at Santiago de Cuba, he ¿id not 
know the fact. 
H e did not know the man 
was living. 
W hen he came to speak of tha 
Landres u claim, I said, “ I am familiar with 
that. 
The American representative of it is 
an officer of the State D epartm ent.” 
I t was 
evidently a piece of intelligence toShipheid. 
I wish to separate these two claims entirely. 
There is not the remotest connection between 
them. 
A TILT WITH BELMONT. 
Blaine then gave a few of his correspond­ 
ence with H urlbut in relation to this L an­ 
dreau claim, and said : I was very much 
struck with a sentence in the printed report 
of the testimony (page 139), where Belmont, 
a member of this committee, stated as prefa­ 
tory to a question as follows: “ O nthelG ffi 
of December, Blaine wrote h¡3 last dispatch 
to South America, iu which hs said, in effect, 
‘ There shall be no treaty of peace without a 
recognition t f the Landreau claim.’ ” 
Belmont (interrupting)—I suppose th at ail 
questions iu regard to my examination will 
come up more propsrly when I hava the right 
to question von. 
Blaine—Yes. 
Belmont—And I do not care to enter into 
a discussion at present, 
Blaine—I waa proceeding to 
comment 
upon it. 
Belmont—a member of this com­ 
mittee—Is pleased, to construe whet I say in 
this way (again quoting from B rim ont’a 
question). 
W hat I said was as follows : 
In 
a dispatch 
to Trescott of 
Decem­ 
ber 16. 1881, wliiie disabusing the mind of 
the Chilean 
Government of any impres­ 
sion 
th at 
the 
L'niled States 
m editates 
intervention on behalf of private claims be­ 
side tbe use of its good office», you will say 
that, justice eeems to demand th at Landreau 
should have an opportunity to te heard in 
support of his claim before a tribunal in Peru 
competent to decide it, and th at if decided in 
his favor, a treaty of peace which ml ;ht cede 
the territory to Chile sh uld not be made iu 
disregard cf any rights which Landreau may 
be found, after an im partial judicial investi­ 
gation, 
to 
po3ses». 
F urther than this 
the 
D epartm ent 
of 
State 
has 
not 
felt authorized to 
go, 
and I mu3t ex­ 
press 
the 
hope 
th at 
the Governments 
of Peru and Chile, to both of which you are 
accredited, will recognize the moderation aud 
justice of the request made by this Govern­ 
m ent,” and Mr. Belmont translates th at into 
a declaration by me th at no treaty of peace 
shall be made uuless the Landreau claim is 
provided for, 
T bat is the freest translation I 
ever read. 
Belmont—As I stated before, I prefer not 
to enter into a discussion. 
I am not here for 
discussion. 
I am here for examination. 
Biaiae—You simply put words in my 
mouth there which I never uttered. 
Belm ont—I do not think anything of the 
kind. 
Blaine—On pige 122 cf tbe testimony Eel- 
mont again quotes me as saying, in my dis­ 
patch of August 4tb, th at no treaty of peace 
bstween Cnile an d Peru shall he made unless 
there is a recognition of Landreau’s claim aa 
a prior lien upon any territory upon which 
Peru m ight be required to cede to Chile. 
I 
ara at a loes to find any such language in my 
dispatch. 
I merely notify Belmont, so that 
he can a t the proper time show where it 6x- 
ii-ts. 
Belmont—Certainly, as 
tnere 
were no 
Courts in Peru at th at time, I considered 
that the claim could not be adjudicated ; but 
of course all these questions will come up 
later. 
Blaine—Do you mean still to say you a ttri­ 
bute th at language to me as being nsed by 
me, or as being quotable from ray dispatch ? 
Belmont—I do not think it necessary to 
continue iu this line.

The bi-ntticisries of l’rotection bave suc­ 
ceeded in maintaining that system hitherto 
by deluding the masses of the American 
people into the belief that it ivas in the in­ 
terest of Libor. 
That this fallacy cannot 
be relied upon much longer was shown the 
other day at a meeting of the New York 
b’ree Trade Club, when resolutions were 
adopted and speeches made attacking this 
position directly, and when Professor Sum­ 
ner, who is undoubtedly one of the highest 
authorities in this country upon all such 
questions, specifically asserted, and what 
is mere proved, that the effect of the tariff 
is to lower wages. 
As an illustration of 
the spirit with which the new campaign 
against Protection has been commenced, 
and as showing the kind of arguments the 
tariff men will have to meet, we give one 
of the resolutions passed at this meeting : 
“ Resolved, That we earnestly ask the at- 
“ tcntion of all men and women working 
“ fer wages, and all recipients of small in- 
“ comes, to the fact that under a policy 
“ pretending to have the first regard for 
“ the good of the masses, and particularly 
' ‘for the comfort of the ‘workingman, 
“ the cost of living in the United States, 
“ notwithstanding 
its unparalleled re- 
“ Bources, has become much greater than in 
“ any other country ; and that this evil is 
“ not compensated to them by any corre- 
“ sponding increase of wages, as is clearly 
“ shown by the recent investigations of the 
“ Massachusetts Bureau of Labor Statis- 
“ tics, which prove that while wages in 
“ that highly‘protected’ State, since the 
“ beginning of an era of unprecedented in- 
“ dustrial activity in 1878, have advanced, 
“ on an average, lees tiran seven per cent. 
“ the cost of living to the laborer has ad- 
“ vanced over twenty-one per cent.” 
That resolution embodies a telling argu­ 
ment against Protection, and one which its 
advocates will find difficulty in answering 
But as Professor Sumner observed in his 
speech on the same occasion, “ The Pro- 
“ tectionist argument presents from time 
“ to time a constant succession of varia­ 
tio n s and new phases. 
There are three 
“ different phases of the question.” Thus 
the laboring man is told that the tariff 
raises his wages. 
Then there is the poli­ 
tician’s standpoint. 
“ He claims that it is 
“ he who has made up his mind as to what 
“ is the proper grade of comfort and well- 
“ being for an American citizen, and that 
“ he has so fixed things by the tariff as 
“ to give every American what he ought 
“ to have.” Then there is the employer’s 
view. 
He says he must have protec­ 
tion because wages are so high in the 
United States that unless he is protected 
he cannot compete. 
In this way, accord­ 
ing to Professor Sumner, “ As soon as you 
“ try to take hold of the subject you are 
“ met with a series of dissolving views, 
“ and when you try to get hold of one of 
“ these views you are presented with 
“ another.” The Protectionists in short are 
continually arguing in a vicious circle. 
They defend protection on the plea that it | 
makes wages high, and they at the same 
time demand it because wages are high. 
Thus it is at the same time a bane and a 
blessing, according to them. And with the 
same inconsistency they expect us to be­ 
lieve that employers who aro complaining 
of high wages, go to Washington to lobby 
for the maintenance of the system which 
keeps them high. 
Professor Sumner puts the case plainly 
enough when he says, “ What you want to 
“ cling to straight through all this argument 
“ is, that Congress cannot give one cent to 
"anybody that it docs not take from 
"somebody else.” Or, as a workingman 
whom he quoted put the case in an idiomatic 
way: “ I know when two bosses are 
“ running after one man wages are high ; 
“ when there are two men running after 
“ one boss wages are low.” That is the 
truth in a nutshell, yet it is very hard to 
get people to realize that all restrictions of 
trade by artificial methods must result in 
lowering the wages of labor, precisely as 
putting fetters on a man prevents him from 
utilizing the power of his muEcles. 
But it 
is much easier to prove from the actual 
situation that the tariff docs not benefit 
Labor, than it is to establish the same truth 
by any process of abstract reasoning. 
As 
Tennyson says, “ Thingsj'seen are mightier 
“ than things heard;’’ and when it is 
demonstrated that in spite of the tariff the 
rate of wages has not kept pace with the 
increase of living, the facts must com­ 
mend themselves to all who are capable of 
reflection. 
Protection is a method of 
miking-bolieve in industry, at the expense 
of those who cannot derive any profit from 
it. 
It is an attempt to force the growth of 
things which will not grow naturally, and 
when it is not that, it is a systematic plun­ 
der of the many for the benefit of a few. 
The workingmen of America have by 
their votes done a great deal to maintain 
this mischievous and immoral system, but 
when they are made to comprehend tho 
fallacy of the representations upon which 
they have proceeded, they will refuse 
longer to injure themselves for the benefit 
of others. 
As regards the protected in­ 
dustries, ono of two propositions must be 
true : either they are incapable of support-, 
ing themselves—in which case they ought 
to be permitted to perish ; or they are ca­ 
pable of supporting themselves—in which 
case every cent of protection in their favor 
is a fraud npon tho people who have to pay 
it. 
As a matter of fact, however, many 
of these industries are rr.akipg gigantic 
profits out of tho tariff, and in so doing 
they are not benefiting American labor one 
iota. 
As an illustration, take the steel rail 
manufacture. 
It has been pretended that 
the tariff of 100 per cent, upon steel rails 
was demanded in the interest of working­ 
men. 
Now in 1880 the actual profit of 
the 
steel 
rail 
men 
was $20,000,000, 
and less 
than 
$.'>,000,000 was spent 
upon 
labor during the same period. 
Thus it appcan that less than 10 per 
cent, of tho price of the steel rails went to 
the workingmen, yet we arc asked to be­ 
lieve that a tax of 100 per cent, is neces­ 
sary in this industry. 
Who pays that tax 
of 100 per cent.? It is the farmers, the 
merchants, the customers of the railroads, 
who have no share whatever in the profits 
of the steel manufacture. 
And while thus 
a few manufacturers are amassing colossal 
fortunes, at the expense of the people, who 
are robbed year after year for the benefit 
of this minority, the cost of living is out­ 
stripping the advance in wages to such an 
extent that the condition of the American 
workingman becomes worse instead of bet­ 
ter, all the time. 
How long will the ma­ 
jority allow themselves to be thug fleeced, 
seeing that they have the remedy always 
in their own hands ? 


to exaggerate the consequence of this in­ 
telligence.

The possibility 
that consumption may be cured, however, 
is a thought which contains greater hope 
and comfort for hundreds of thousands of 
human beings than perhaps any other an­ 
nouncement that could be made. 
F o r no 
disease has made such awful ravaces, or 
ha3 resisted the effortB of science so suc­ 
cessfully, nor is there any part of the world 
in which the victims of consumption do 
not constitute a very large percentage in 
the regular bills of mortality. The man 
who has conferred such a boon upon the 
human race will be remembered even be­ 
fore Jenner, and if, as Professor Tyndall 
claims, this great discovery has been made 
possible only through 
vivisection, the 
opponents of that practice are likely to be 
overwhelmed by the tremendous argument 
thus suddenly brought against them.

TAKING THE PEOPLE’S NAME IN VAIN. 


It is a trite observation that whenever a 
demagogue wants to secure a hearing for 
some mischievous proposition, or when­ 
ever a clique or coterie of demagogues de­ 
sire to foist some fraud upon the public, 
the first thing to uo is to usurp the style 
and title of “ the People.” Ever since 
the Three Tailors of Tooley Street wrote a 
petition beginning, “ We the People of 
“ England,” th¡3 kind of humbug has been 
familiar, and no doubt long before it. 
It 
is, however, so stale and vulgar a device 
that it ought not now to be worth much, 
though the demagogues continue to resort 
to it as if it possessed the most sovereign 
virtue. 
But when a hundred or so of men, 
out of a city with a population of nearly 
twenty-five thousand, assemble and make 
propositions [on their own motion, it is 
taxing the public complaisance too far to 
expect that the emanations of such a 
gatheriug will be accepted as the will of 
“ the people.” The hundred or so citizens 
may be worthy persons, but they are a 
hundred or so, and they are not twenty 
thousand. 
Nor have they any warrant or 
commission whatever to speak for or to 
represent the great majority of the com­ 
munity. 
No doubt they have a perfect 
right to make propositions to their fellows, 
but the latter are entitled to object strongly 
to all attempts at begging the question as 
to what the popular will really is, by 
wholly unauthorized pretenses that a meet­ 
ing of the kind referred to stands for the 
public opinion of the community. 
If the 
recent movement has more supporters than 
have appeared at the meetings, the fact has 
yet to be ascertained, and its friends need 
not imagine that they will be allowed to 
take snap-judgment upon that question.

Mr. Teller became Secretary of the Inte­ 
rior he has grown more conservative on the 
Indian question, and that he is not so dis­ 
posed as fcrmeily to overthrow all the 
efforts of his predecessors at the solution 
of that problem. 
Thus the advent of 
official responsibility has the salutary effect 
of sobering even the most radical, and 
makes them feel that though it was well 
enough to talk in a revolutionary way 
when they were out of office, it is no 
longer possible to hold theee extreme 
views of things, 
Mr. Teller as Secretary 
is a very different man from Mr. Teller as 
Senator, in fact. 
He lias already begun 
to discuss Indian affairs in a conservative 
and cautious way. 
He approves of the 
plan of giving Indian tribes lands in sev­ 
eralty, though a few weeks ago he was 
reported as being in favor of taking the 
last acre 
from 
them, 
and 
denying 
to any of them more territory than 
they were willing and able to culti­ 
vate. 
Perhaps a due examination of thé 
resources of the United States Government 
has convinced him that thero are not troops 
enough available to put down a general 
Indian war, and that therefore it is inad­ 
visable to bring one about. 
It is to bo 
hoped, however, that his conversion to 
rational ideas is based upon much sounder 
considerations, and that he recognizes the 
necessity of showing the Indians that the 
faith of tho United States is not a mere 
fiction of the law, to be employed only in 
writing treaties, but never to be acted 
upon when once the treaties have been 
ratified. 
If he gives to this subject the 
attention which its importance demands he 
must, we venturo to assert, reach conclu­ 
sions very similar to those which Mr. 
Schurz was led to, and if he undertakes to 
administer the Indian government from 
that standpoint he can hardly go very far 
wrong.

T he Board of C ity T rustees m et in regular 
session a t 10 o’clock y esterd ay m o rn in g ; all 
the m em bers present. 
T rustee G uttenberger subm itted a proposi­ 
tion to build a fence around th e city prison 
T he m atter w as referred to him to ascertain 
th e probable cost of the sam e. 
C ounty Supervisors B lair and D rem an a p ­ 
peared before the B oard and asked perm ission 
to ru n the drainage from the C ounty H o spital 
into B urns slough canal by m eans of an open 
ditch. 
T he m atter w as referred to T rustees 
R y an and G uttenberger and C ity E ngineer 
B assett, w ith instructions to visit the locality 
and consult w ith the B oard of H ealth . 
T he C lerk of the W ater W orks w as di­ 
rected to m ake out a list of w ater-takera and 
the am ounts taken by each. _ 
A n application was received 
from 
H . 
W in ters for perm ission to erect an aw ning in 
front of a building th a t he w ill soon erect on 
th e southeast corner of M and Second streets, 
andireferred to th e S tre et Com u i t loner. 
M r. C handler appeared before th e B oard 
and asked th a t the B oard consider th e legal­ 
ity of forced collections of d elinquent taxes. 
H e said he represented num erous pro p erty - 
holders for w hom he w as agent. 
H e claim ed 
to favor th e collection of th e delinquent 
taxes, b u t m any of bis clients objected, and 
claim ed th a t th e law could n o t be enforced. 
H e said th a t no sales had tak en place in five 
years, and law yers said th is w as because the 
law couid n o t be enforced, th a t the m anda­ 
m us could c o t be carried out. 
M ay o r B row n replied th a t the tru e reason 
was th e officers h ad failed to do th eir d u ty ; 
th a t com petent attorneys, including the C ity 
A tto rn ey , said the law could be enforced. H e 
said the T rustees would d irect th a t officer to 
proceed w ith the collection. 
H e prom ised 
th a t th e whole m atter w ould be fully consid­ 
ered. 
M ark F o ster, C hief E ngineer of th s W ater 
W orks, reported th a t d uriug th e past week 
th e w orks had been running 127A hours, and 
th e to ta l num ber of gallons pum ped was 10,- 
232.2)0. 
N inety-tw o feet of fuel was con­ 
sumed in pum ping each m illion gallons. 
T ru stee G u tten b erg er reported an ordi­ 
nance fixing w ater rates, and recom m ended 
its passage. 
M ayor B row n m oved to lay it 
upon th e table. 
T he m otion was carried by 
the votes of B row n and R yan. 
T iu slea R y an reported th a t it tvas im prac­ 
ticable to proceed w ith the im provem ent of 
F o u rth street, from J to K , because of the 
objections of the p ro p erty holders. 
T he re­ 
port tvas adopted. 
T he salaries »f city officers for the m onth 
of A p ril w ere allow ed, also th e following 
b ills : T hom as C o tter, §12 ; M .

This is a civil action, commenced by the Countv 
of Sacramento, as plaint ff, against the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company, defendant, to recover the 
sum of $10,800 71, alleged to be due from siid de­ 
fendant for state and county taxes for the fiscal 
year 1881-2. 
The authority for the commencement of the action 
is found in an Act of the Legislature entitled '* An 
Act prescribing the form of eomplaiut in actions to 
recover delinquent taxes, and to authorize the 
bringing of suit? therefor,” found at page 130, 
statutes of 188?. 
This Act prescribes the form of 
com plaint to b e used in action»to recover delinquent 
taxes and provides th at any county “ may sue in its 
own name for the recovery of delinquent taxes, 
\vh( tb er the same be for county * * and State p u r­ 
poses, or either of them .” The prescribed form of 
complaint requires the am ount due for State and for 
county purposes, to be separately stated, with a 
prayer for judgm ent in an aggregate sum. 
Section 
4046 of the Political Code defines the powers and 
jurisdiction of the Boards of Supervisors in their 
respective counties, and, in the fifteenth subdivision 
of said section, authorizes th -m ‘‘to direct and 
control the prosecution and defense cf all suits to 
which the county Í3 a patty." In this case the 
county of Sacramento Í9 the party plaintiff, and the 
Board of Supervisors of said county have the legal 
power to direct and control the prosecution of the 
suit, unless there is some superior power or author­ 
ity conferred hy law upon some other officer or 
Brtard, by which the management of the case may 
be taken away from the Board of Supervisors. 
This action was commenced in pursuance of an 
order made by the Board oi Supervisors of Sacra­ 
m ento county bjT the filing of a complaint, in legal 
form, on the 15th day of March, 1S82, which com­ 
plaint was sigred by “ Henry L. Buckley, District 
A ttorney for the county of Sacramento and attorney 
for plaintiff.” 
On the 18th day of the same month Eummons was 
issued, which was, on the 20th, served in the city 
and county of San Francisco, and on the 24th re 
turned and filed. 
Upon the last named date the defendant, through 
its attorney, filed in the case an offer in writing 
to allow judgm ent to b e taken against it for the 
sum of $7,097 28 and costs, which offer was served 
upon the attorney for plaintiff. 
Upon the same day Mr. Buckley, after consulta­ 
tion with the Board of Supervisors, and in accord­ 
ance with their instruction, filed in writing an ac­ 
ceptance of said offer, accompanied by an affidavit, 
and thereupon, and uj>on said 24th day of M irch, 
judgm ent was*’in due form entered by the Clerk for 
the Bum named in the offer and cnst3. 
Section 997 of the Code of Civil Procedure of this 
State authorizes a judgm ent to be entered in this 
m anner, and, independent of all questions of fraud, 
and the constitutional power to compromise a de­ 
mand for taxes, the proceedings herein had seem to 
be regular and in legal foriii. 
. 
A fter the judgm ent had been entered up the de­ 
fendant pai I the 6 me, and plaintiff's attorney en­ 
tered satisfaction thereof. 
Afterwards, and on the 1st day of April, 1882, a 
notice in writing, signed “ A. L. H art, Attorney- 
General,'’ was 9crved upon Mr. Buckley'and Judge 
McFarland, as attorneys for plaintiff and defendant 
entitled in this action, and containing the follow­ 
ing : “ You will plejsc take notice th at on Monday," 
etc., rtc., “ 1 will move the above entitled Court to 
set a*ide the satisfaction of judgm ent in the above 
entitled action, and to vacate the judgm ent entered 
in said action on March 24, 1882, and to strike from 
the files the acceptance of defendant’s offer to 
allow judgm eutto be taken against it, signed by 
H enry L. Buckley, as attorney for plaintiff in said 
action. Said motion will be made upon the ground 
th at the proceedings referred to are w ithout any 
authority of law, and are a fraud upon the rights of 
plaintiff aud of the people of the State of Califor­ 
nia in said action.” 
This motion cim e on for hearing, and after elab­ 
orate argum ent was subm itted, and it is w ith this 
motion only th at this decision m ust deal. 
W hen the motion was reached upon the law cal­ 
endar and 
called, the 
attorney for defendant 
formally objected to the Court's entertaining or 
hearing it, upon the ground th at the notice had been 
given and the motion was sought to be made by a 
person having no authority to appear in the case, 
not being an attorney for either party, and not hav­ 
ing any connection with, or relation to- the case, 
nor any official or other right to interfere. 
By­ 
agreem ent this objection was argued in connection 
with the m erits and is to be considered in passing 
upon the motion. 
In reaching a conclusion upon 
this point an investigation into the powers, duties 
anil authority of the Attorney-General and D istrict 
Attorneys becomes a prim e neccssitv. 
This motion 
is made by, and solely on behalf of, the Attorney- 
General. 
If he has the right to make this motion, 
then it will be the duty of the Court to consider it 
upon the m erits ; while if he has no legal authority 
to interpose, an investigation into the m erits of the 
controversy would be a waste of time. 
Ih e duties of the Attorney-General are specified 
and enum eiated in Savtmn 470 of the Political 
Code, 
and 
paragraphs 
five 
and 
seven 
of 
that 
section 
are 
cited 
as 
authorizing 
his 
interposition in this ca e. 
These paragraphs read : 
“ 5. To exercise supervisory powers over District 
Attorneys in all m atters pertaining to the duties 
of their offi :es, and frcm tim e to tim e require of 
them reports as to the condition of public business 
intrusted to th tir charge;” * * * * 
“ 7. When 
required by the public seivice, or directed by the 
Governor, to repair to any couuty in the State and 
assist the District A ttorney thereof in the discharge 
of his duties." 
In view of these provisions the A ttorney General 
considers it his official duty to interfere in what he 
deem3 an illegal proceeding by the D istrict Attorney 
of this C ’Unty, and assume control of this case. 
Assuming th at the ac’.s of Mr. Buckley in conduct­ 
ing this action were done in an official capacity as 
the D istrict Attorney of this county it m ight he 
somewhat questionable w hether the taking of the 
case absolutely out of bis hnnd3 and supplanting 
him as attorney for the plaintiff would come within 
the range of exercising supervisory powers over 
him ; and it certainly could not be considered as 
a*si*ting the Dititrict A ttorney in the discharge 
of 
his 
duties. 
To 
superviae is to inspect, 
to 
oversee, 
to 
superintend, 
etc., 
and 
not 
to 
supplant 
or 
supersede. 
And 
peril ap3 
this supervisory power would enable the Attorney- 
General, upon the disobedience of his instructions 
on the part of the District Attorney, to proceed 
against him for official misconduct, and in a proper 
case to apply to Court for a substitution as attor­ 
ney ; but assuredly it does not authorize him un­ 
ceremoniously to assume charge of a case and totally 
disregard th e D istrict Attorney. 
But now let us view the case in another aspect. 
The foregoing observations are based upon the 
assumption that Mr. Buckley, in bringing this suit, 
acted in his official capacity as District Attorney, 
b u t let us see if this assumption be correct. Tne 
duties < f bis*rict Attorney are laid down in Section 
4256 of the Political Code, among which will he 
found th at of defending all suits brought against 
the >tate or his county ; but he is nowhere com­ 
manded to prosecute any civil suit except “ all re­ 
cognizances forfeited in the Courts of record and all 
actions for the recovery of debts, fine?, penalties and 
forfeitures accruing \ > the State or his coun­ 
ty .” The word 1 debt*" is the onlv one which, 
by any interpretation, could include an actiou 
to 
enforce 
the 
payment 
of t3xes, and 
in 
the case of Perry vs. W ashburn, 20.h California 
Rep rts, Chitf Justice Field, speaking the mind of 
t íe Supreme Court. sa>s : “ No one would pretend 
th at an Act providing for the collection of debts 
would include, by force merely of the term debts, 
the collection of taxes also.” 
No law h»s been citud making it the duty of the 
D istrict A ttorney to pro ecute actions for the collec­ 
tion of taxes. 
My efforts to find any such law have 
proven unavailing, and it may be assumed th at none 
exists. 
It therefore results th at Mr. Buckley noted merely 
as attorney for the plaintiff, not as District A ttor­ 
ney, and represented his client in precisely the Fame 
m anner as any other attorney nho m ight have been 
employed would have represented i t ; and it would 
scarcely be contended that if some other attorney 
h id been m anaging this case, the Attorney-General, 
whose general duty it is to guard the interests of the 
State, or the District Attorney, who usually repre­ 
sents the county, cr any taxpayer looking tfter his 
individual interests, could have come in t: Court 
and successfully demanded the right to make this 
motion. 
'J hese considerations force upon my mind the con­ 
clusion th a t the defendin t’s objection to the right 
of the 
Attorney-General to make his motion 
was well taken, and th at the motion should not 
have been entertained, and m ust to denied. This 
conclusion rentiers It unnecessary, and perhaps 
improper, to comraeut upon the m erits of the mo­ 
tion, or to express any opinion as to the legtjity of 
the proceedings had ; however, the suggestion may 
be ventured, th at if the proceedings resulting in a 
ju gm ent for an arnvunt le¿8 than the araoui t of 
taxes actually du*1? are not sanctioned by law, either 
because a demand for taxes c mno*. be conq romistd, 
or for any other reason in law or in fact, the whole 
proceeding may be disregarded, and the Code affords 
ample rtim d y in ihe shape cf an action to recover 
th e tix c a. 
(See Subdivision 16 of Section 433, Po­ 
litical C>»de.) 
Au order will be entered denying the motion.

Selma ( Ala.), April 24lb.—Between 8 and 
p o’clock Saturday t.ight points east and 
south of here for a distance if from fourteen 
to twenty miles were visited by a combined 
wind and rain-storm that in strength sur­ 
passed any similar occurrence there. Tho 
cyclone proper lasted only a few minutes, 
and ranged over a track about twelve miles 
in length and from a quarter to fcali a mile 
lu breadth. Kv=ry where in its course houses 
wire binwu iitirally to pieces, fences torn 
down and immense forest trees twisted from 
thsir trunks and carried away. Nothing 
stayed its progress. Several brick honscs 
were blown i if Bmooth with the ground, end 
th: brick ana mortar were found hundreds cf 
yards distant. Uuo woman was found pierced 
t'irongh and through by a piocs of splintered 
plank, that must have been burled with 
fearful velocity and deadly certainty. The 
ragged lanco entered from the rear and 
passed directly through her heart. A t W. L. 
Thompson’s place, near Grover’s ferry, the 
negro quarters were built ia a straight line 
through a magnihcant grove of live oak trees, 
and tue houses, being right in the course of 
the cyclone, were tumbled over and together 
in a fearful way. 
Hardly a negro on the 
place escaped without Bome wounds, and 
u.aDy were painfully and dangerously hurt. 
The scene at the time, with men, women aud 
children buried under fallen trees and houses, 
BCieaming and praying for aid, while all 
about them was inky blackness, with rain 
panring in torrents, can be easier imagined 
than describo ,’. Two negroes, a woman and 
bay, were instantly killed and crushed be­ 
yond reseocblar cs to b< big human, three wers 
dangerously injured about their heads, and 
broken arms aud legs are common. Kaporfs 
from looitions where house were unroofed 
and trees and fences blown down are numer­ 
ous. 
Wherever the tornado went it left in 
its track widespread devastation. 
T ire M o n ticc lid H u rric a n e . 
J ackson (M1s3.), April 24’.h.—The latest 
reports from Montic.-llu» put tho death list 
from the cyclone at fifteen and the wounded 
at thirty, many of whom will die. 
S m a ll-P o x In Illin o is . 
J oliet, April 24th.—A semi-panic has been 
prevalent here siLca Friday, because of the 
rapid spread of snail pox, which was brought 
here from Chicago by ti e son of a German 
gunsmith, And through the imprudence of the 
family given to numerous others. Twenty- 
seven caaes are reported already, and vigor­ 
ous measures have been takoa to check the 
disease. The schools ard churches aro closed, 
and the Board of Health enlarged. Vaccina­ 
tion is mada compulsory, aud another ward 
added to the hospital. AJI the cases have 
been isolated. Special police have been de­ 
tailed, and the infected houses cleaned thor­ 
oughly. 
The Secretary of the Board of 
Health of tho State is in full sympathy with 
the measures taken.

News Brought by the Gaelic from China 
and Japan. 


The Gaelic, which arrived at San Fran­ 
cisco Saturday, brought Hongkong date3 
to March 29 ih and Yokohama to April 7th. 
(IIINA. 
There are rumors in foreign settlements 
iu China of trouble between Spain and 
Great Britain on account of large conces­ 
sions made to the N orth Borneo Company 
by the British Government. 
Tbe Captain of the Spanish vessel Leon 
X llb , en route from Barcelona to Manila, 
was arrested by the British authorities in 
Singapore and sent to prison for six months 
for contempt of Court. 
W hile in the Red 
Sea he bad put in irons three English engi­ 
neers of his vessel, and treated them with 
great harshnees. 
At Singapore he was ar­ 
rested under an injunction to obey a w rit 
of habeas corpus to produce his three pris­ 
oners. 
Under the advice of hi3 counsel he 
claimed an adjournment of the case, and 
meanwhile the ship stc-amed away with the 
Englishmen in dispute confined on board, 
and the Spanish Captain himself a prisoner 
ashore. 
The m atter Ins been subm itted 
both to the Spanish and the English Gov­ 
ernments. 
Cninese merchants in Hongkong and 
Shanghai have received dispatches from 
California, deprecating the arrival of so 
many Chinese passengers. 
Prejudices against foreign innovations 
have been revived with the introduction of 
telegraphs and railways. 
The conservative 
party at court has taken the alarm, and the 
new Kaiping coal mines, worked with good 
prospects, will be closed.
